A unique player deal in Canberra has given the lead to 
other clubs to revolutionise big-time soccer in Australia. 


Canberra City had been 
interested in buying mid- 
fielder John Davies from 
Croatia since early last 
year, but his transfer fee 
was too high. 

So a Canberra business- 
man agreed to put up the 
money to buy Davies. 

The businessman will 
own Davies’ contract. 
Canberra City has the op- 
tion to buy Davies from 
the businessman within a 
set period. 

lf this option is not 
taken up, the business- 
man — who wants to re- 
main anonymous — can 
sell Davies to any other 
club. 

The transfer fee to be 
paid to Croatia has not 
been disctosed, but it is 
likely to be close to 
$10,000. 

Other clubs should 
follow the lead set by 
Canberra City. 

This way of doing 
things can be developed 
into something really big, 
something that could put 
the Philips League on a 
footing similar to the 
North American Soccer 
League. 

All agree that what our 
national league lacks is 


mainly because they are 
too expensive. 

In the US, it was Warner 
Communications that 
paid Pele’s vast fee. 

in Australia, we could 
enlist the help of BHP, 
GMH, Mt. Isa Mines, Ford, 
Fiat, etc. 

Here’s how it could 
work: 

A club goes to one of 
these large companies 
with the proposal that the 
company imports a Maz- 
zola, a Riva, a Dzaljic, a 
Papaiouannou, even Pele 
himself, and that the com- 
pany pays the man’s 
wages. 

The player would be the 
property of the company, 
which would allow him to 
play for the club to gain 


extra exposure. 

The player actually 
works for the company, 
obviously in promotional 
areas, including TV adver- 
tising. 

A Papaiouannou, for 
example, could do a lot to 
tap the large Greek 
market in Australia. 

Having served the 
period of his contract, the 
player is free to return to 
his home country — with 
or without a transfer fee 
according to the contract 
agreement. Any transfer 
fee would, of course, be 
paid to the company. 

If we had even six com- 
panies involved in such a 
scheme, the effects on 
Australian soccer would 
be dramatic.

The man bringing down the gavel is no less a personage than the 
premier Dick Hamer. A man weil known for that statement: “is anything 
happening? tf so It seems to be going too quickly.” 

And behind this Liberal pendulum stands, no doubt, 8am Papasavas, 
alias Moses of my past notes of the South Melbourne Hellas club room 
saga. 


Behind Mr. Papasavas crouches that timid male creature known as the 
Victorian Labor Party, which has undoubtedly penciiled In a resounding 
tap of protest, or threatened to bite Mr Hamer's grandchildren on the toe 
on behalf of Melbourne's sizeable Greek community for some action. 


Let me reiterate. 

South Melbourne Hellas has for some time been desirous of building 
social club rooms, as most other clubs have, on their leased property at 
Middle Park. 

The South Melbourne Council sald “Nay" (or should that read “Neigh?").

Having passed that particular oval 
on many an occasion on my way to the Musicians Club, | have been over- 
come by the deafening silence on a Monday. | have smirked at drunks si- 
eeping in the locked doorways on a Tuesday. 


On a Wednesday | have seen the frustration on the faces of seagulls fiy- 
ing overhead with no targets for thelr bombs.

Vieri may not have become a millionaire the way others 
did in the big-money Italian league, butin ability and 
public recognition he was once the equal of Rivera, 
Amarlido, Prati, Anastasi and Del Sol. 

Now Vieri is back at Marconi on 4 two-year contract 
after a short stint as a guest player last year. 

| am proud that he has come back to my club. | don’t 
want this article to sound partisan, but| feel sure that 
most of the soccer public is as interested as | was to 
explore the background of the man who has played 
for Fiorentina, Sampdoria, Juventus, Roma and 
Bologna, the man who was in Italy's national squad 
for the 1970 World Cup finals In Mexico. 

Born on February 14, 1946, Roberto Vieri joined the 
Prato club at the tender age of 15. 

At 18 he joined Fourth Division club St. George and 
from there he went as an amateur to Fiorentina 
where he played in the under 21 team for one anda 
half years. 

Bernardini, who was later national coach, was boss of 
Sampdoria when he Joined that club in the Second 
Division and it was a comment on Vieri's ability that 
Sampcors was promoted during Vieri’s two years 
there. 

Next came two seasons with mighty Juventus. 

From Juventus, Vieri was transferred to Roma in one of 
the biggest deals on record. In exchange for Vieri, 
Del Sol and Zigoni, Juventus got Capello, Landini 
and Spinosl. 

Hellenio Herrera was coach of Roma, and the team 
- featured Amarildo, Cappellini, Cordova and Bet. 
Vieri’s next stop was Bologna, where he spent four 

years. Argentinian Pesaola was the coach. 

Asked to name the greatest players he had played with, 
Vieri named Helmut Haller, the German inter- 
national, as the greatest. He also mentioned Del Sol, 
Burgarell and Amariido but added that there were 
hundreds of great players he could think of — too 
many for this column. - 

“What about the great Hamrin who played wall passes 
off his opponents?” Vieri quipped. 

One of the big matches that sticks in his mind was one 
against AC Milan. More than 80,000 people were 
there, and no wonder, since Milan featured Sormanl, 
Lodetti, Combin, Rivera and Prati. 

By the way, what valuation would you put in the follow- 
ing forward line: Haller, Del Sol, Anastasi, Vieri, 
Zigonl? Do | hear $5 million? 

Vieri's team-mates and opponents are spoken of in 
hushed terms — Schnellinger, Trapatoni, Rosato, 
Furino, Castano, Mornini, Domenghini, Mazzola, 
Boninsegna, Suarez, Corso. 

He says one of the highlights of his career was playing 
for Juventus. “The name alone inspires awe,” he 
said. “It was like a dream.” 

if Vieri was once regarded as one of Italy's best young 
prospects, why isn’t he a Rivera today. 

Vieri was totally frank with his answer. “Too young, too 
soon, sweet life, too much money," he said. That 
could become a standing quote for the once-great. 

Asked to name the man he considered to have been the 
finest player in the world, he chose the Italo- 
Argentinian Omar Slvorl who represented italy in the 
World Cup. 

“We was a natural who did the impossible, who was too 
shrewd, too tricky for his opponents,” Vieri said. 


Another of Vieri’s most memorable games was a friend- 
ly between Juventus and Ajax Amsterdam, which 
featured Johan Cruyff and Johann Neeskens. 
Juventus won 2-1 in front of 82,000 spectators and it 
was Vierl who scored both goals. 

After so successful a career, why is Vierl now in 
Australia? 

“That's life,” he says, “I'd be lying if | said | wasn't disap- 
pointed at not being the millionaire | might have 
been.” 

On the matter of Australian soccer, he was brutally 
frank. 

“It's like playing in a junior league — no facilities, no at- 

mosphere, sometimes only 500 spectators, no life,” 
he said.

“I look forward to giving much of my time to the wonder- 
ful kids at the club. Mark Jankovic is the most im- 
pressive of them. He plays with his head. If he were 
in Europe, | guarantee he would have success. 

Marconi’s style, he says, is fast and dangerous, but 
Hakoah is more mature.

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ITALY HAS RISEN 
— FROM THE 
ASHES OF 1974 


In Stuttgart on June 23, 1974, | watched 
the demise of a once great Italian team, and 
the start of a new determination to put Italy 
back among the best half dozen soccer na- 


tions in the world. 


A few days earlier, an unknown forward 
called Emmanuel Sanon had broken 
goalkeeper Dino Zoffs record run of 1,143 
minutes without conceding a goal in inter- 
national matches. Italy managed-only a 3-7 
victory over Sanon’s team Haiti, « 

It was an unimpressive performance by 
the Azzurris, and they weren’t much better 
in drawing 1-1 with Argentina. 


So the writing was on the 
wall, and now, in Stuttgart, 
came the final blow.” 

Playing against Poland, the 
wonder team of the 1974 
finals, Italy was slow, lifeless, 
unimaginative. These stars of 
yesteryear looked like tired 
old men against the fast, 
enthusiastic young Poles. 

The large crowd at Stutt- 
gart’s Neckarstadion watched 
in amazement as the myth of 
Itallan invincibility, built up 
during the European cham- 
ala came to an abrupt 
end. 


Unlike Italy, Poland was . 


fast and inventive, stable and 
well-organised. . 


Gadocha, fed by Kazimierz 
Denya and Henryk Kasperc- 
zak, tore the Italian defence to 
shreds. 
_ Szarmach and Deyna 
scored the goals, with the 
reply by Capello, to make the 
score 2-1 — not overwhelm- 
Ing on paper, but certainly in 
execution. 

Sandro Mazzola was tfe 
only Italian who emerged with 
his reputation intact, yet 


although Italy has a new team ~ 


now, Mazzola is no longer 
part of it. 

The then manager of italy, 
Ferrucclo Valcareggi, was 
replaced. right after the finals 
by ageing Fulvio Bernardini 
before the present manager, 
Enzo Bearzot took over 

Bearzot, a wing-half with 
Torino and Inter Milan during 
his playing days, freely admits 
that he took Poland as his 
model when he rebuilt his 
team. 

“My plan was simply to 
reach the standards of the 
other, more advanced 
teams,” he says. “Holland is 
my Ideal football nation, but 
thelr way of playing takes a 
decade to perfect. 

“So | took Poland of 1974 
as vy. prototype. 

“They had two strong 
centre backs, a fluent mid- 
field, good wingers and 
strikers willing to help out In 
defence. 

“At that time, our forwards 
used to laze around near the 
half-line waiting for ‘service.’ 
Consequently, our mid- 
fielders were out-numbered 
and out-manouevred. 

“We could only get the ball 
back into our own penalty

area and you need a Suarez 
or a Bobby Chariton to 
launch an attack from such a 
deep position. 

“In Mexico we had Rivera 
and Mazzola but by '74 they 
were not efficient enough. In 
any case, there is no room for 
‘specialists’ in modern foot- 
ball.” 

Bearzot said he found his 
new blend of players in the 
match Italy lost 2-3 to England 
in New York in 1976, after 
leading 2-0. 

“After the game | went into 
the dressing room and told 
the players that In future, the 
Italian team will play as we did

No doubt Bearzot learned a 
lot from the England game, in 
which Trevor Brooking and 
Kevin Keegan did ali the 
damage. : 


Bearzot admitted 
afterwards that It had been a 
mistake to pick Zacarelli 
ahead of Cuccureddu for the 
job of marking Keegan, and 
that he shouldn't have left 
Graziani on the field for so 
long after he had cut his head. 


That match led to brutal 
condemnation by some Italian 
experts of the two veterans, 
Zoff and Facchetti. 


Napoli coach Gianni Di 
Marzio, for example, 
criticised Zoff. Glorglo Ghez- 
zi, one-time Inter and italy 
goalkeeper, said he thought it 
time Bearzot looked 
elsewhere. 


“Zoff is 35 and can’t be ex- 
ed to go on forever,” sald 
Ghezzi. “Bearzot must accept 
that at least he Is no longer 
the same goalkeeper.” 


Criticism of Facchetti was 
based not on the fact that he 
had a bad game, for he was 
one of Italy's better men 
against England, but rather 
on the fact that he is almost 
36. Many believe that the 
much younger Gaetano 
Scirea of Juventus should 
play in Facchetti's position, 


Yet Facchetti’s experience 
will. be invaluable in Argen- 
tina. He’ is the solid rock on 
which Italy cam Build its foun- 
dations of success. 


Another key player for Italy 
will be Roberto Bettega, the 
27-year-old Juventus striker, 
whose four goals last year 
destroyed Finland. Bettega 
had to quit soccer for a while 
due to TB but once back in 
health he achieved true star- 
dom and made his senior 
debut for ftaly in June 1975, 
against Finland in the Euro- 
pean championship. 


Dino Zoff has even com- 
pared Bettega with Alfredo di 
Stefano for finishing skill 
allied with Intelligent team- 
work. 


Italy first entered a World 
Cup in 1934 under manager 
Vottorlo Pozzo. 


With Italy the host nation, 
and with Mussolini and his 
blackshirts determined that 
the home team should win, 
Pozzo must have lived with 
the Knowledge that a nasty 
accident might befall him 
should Italy fail 


To Pozzo's relief, Italy did 
win the Cup, but only after 
Czechoslovakia had forced 
extra time in the final in 
Rome. It was a goal by the 
weary Bologna centre forward 
Angelo Schiavio which won 
the trophy and sent Italy to 
France in 1938 as the Cup 
holder, 


Pozzo had put together an 
even better team this time. 
Norway provided a scare in 
the opening round, forcing 
\taly into extra time, but then 
Italy beat France the host na- 
tion. 


Brazil was the opponent in 
the semi-final, and the South 
Americans contributed to 
their own defeat by “resting” 
their stars Leonidas and Tim, 
presumably for the final 


Instead, it was an Italy v 
Hungary final and the Italians 
won quite comfortably, 4-2, 
thanks to two goals by Silvio 
Piola. 


Tragedy struck a year 
before the 1950 finals, when 
the nucleus of the Italian team 
was killed in the Superga air 
crash that wiped out the en- 
tire first-team squad of cham- 
pions Torino 


Torino president Ferruccio 
Novo, assisted by a journalist, 
Aldo Bardelll, picked a new 
team, which, understandably, 
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South America. They took a 
ship instead and during the 
trip, there was bitter internal 
conflict. 


in the first game, Italy lost 
2-3 10 Sweden and thus lost 
the World Cup it had held for 
16 years. 


Now Italian soccer was 
becoming flooded with 
players from abroad, which 
stunted the development of 
Italy's own players and the 
result’. was defeat by 
Switzerland in the 1954 finals 
and elimination by Northern 
lreiand in the 1958 quallfying 
series 


In Chile in 1962 Italy failed 
to progress beyond the first 
round, even though South 
Americans Omar Sivori and 
Jose Altafini had been 
drafted into the national team. 


Admondo Fabbri built a 
young team based on the 
newly-emergent AC Milan 


and Inter. However, the team 
settled too early and was fall- 
ing apart by the time of the 
1966 finals in England, where 
it lost to North Korea.

The next step was to ban 
foreigners and in Mexico in 
1970, Italy was back in the 
final 


But the team had lost too 
much energy going into extra 
time to beat West Germany in 
their semi-final. There was 
aiso the inexplicable obses- 
sion with playing EITHER 
Mazzola or Rivera — never 
both of them. 


And 20, Italy was trashed 
by Brazil 4-1 in the final. 


The story of 1974 has been 


. told and so now Italy Is ready 


for its next assault. 


Bearzot experimented 


__ wisely. and, well,.but he also 


had the good fortune of 
Juventus and Torino emerg- 
ing as two highly-effective 
teams in the Italian league. 
From these teams, he took 
men who were ideally suited 
to Bearzot's national squad. 


Inevitably, the Italians must 
still live with the ‘cattenaccio’ 
spectre. Bearzot has 
something to say on that sub- 
ject 


“Soon after the war, great 
foreign players made our rich 
clubs too strong, The others 
had no alternative but to de- 
fend. 


“When this ‘stop the other 
team from _ playing’ 
philosophy became ac- 
cepted, Helenio Herrera in- 
troduced the cattenaccio for a 
remarkably good Inter side. 
They were brilliant at 
defending and counter- 
attacking, and established a 
type of football we found very 
difficult to condemn 


“However, now we are get- 
ting out of this straitjacket. 


There are fashions in football | 


— cattenaccio Is not this 
year’s model and will never 
come back again.” 


In finally analysing Italy's 
chances, we'll leave the last 
word to former Azzurri 
Giorglo Chinaglia. After see- 
ing Brazil beat Milan 3-0 in 
Rio, Chinaglia said: “Italy 
would, put four goals past this 
Brazil, no problem.”
